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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment dated 10/12/2005 cancelled claims 1, 3 and 4; and amended claims 5, 6, 
12 and 13. Claims 2 and 5-14 are currently pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2, 5-7 and 11, drawn to a GLAST knockout mouse deficient in the function of 
an endogenous GLAST gene. 

Group II, claim(s) 8 and 12-14, drawn to a method of using a GLAST knockout mouse as a 
model for normal tension glaucoma and a method of screening a compound for the prevention 
and/or treatment of normal tension glaucoma using said mouse. 

Group III, claim(s) 9-10, drawn to a method of producing a GLAST knockout mouse deficient in 
the function of an endogenous GLAST gene. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features. 

According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when a shared same or 
corresponding special technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The technical feature, 
which is shared by Groups I-III, is a GLAST knockout mouse. Groups 1-II1 do not share a special 
technical feature over the art because Harada et al. (PNAS 95:4663-4666; 1998), disclose 
GLAST-deficient knockout mice (GLAST -/-; Table 1 and Fig. 2, p. 4665). 
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Groups II and III claims are drawn to distinct methods that utilize distinct steps, requiring 
non-coextensive search and examination. In the instant case, a method of screening a compound 
for the prevention and/or treatment of normal tension glaucoma is distinct from a method of 
producing a GLAST knockout mouse using ES cells. Thus, it follows from the preceding 
analysis that the claimed inventions listed as Groups II and III do not relate to a single inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1, because under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding technical features for the reasons set forth above. 

Groups I, II and III claims are drawn to a product and the processes of using and making 
said product. The product and methods are distinct, because the processes may be made applied 
to different knockout mice and the mice may be used to study GLAST function, thus, requiring 
non-coextensive search and examination. Therefore, it follows from the preceding analysis that 
the claimed inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding technical 
features for the reasons set forth above. 

MPEP 1893.03(d) states: If an examiner (1) determines that the claims lack unity of 
invention and (2) requires election of a single invention, when all of the claims drawn to the 
elected invention are allowable (i.e., meet the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 1 12), 
the nonelected invention(s) should be considered for rejoinder.
